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MANY MANCLED 
IN TRAIN. CRASH 


Southern Pacific Limited Trains 
Dash Togelher Head On, 


Three Are Killed Outright and 
Twenty-Five Are More or Less 
Hurt—Wreck Was Caused 
by Disobedience of 
Orders. 


San Francisco, Cal., December 19.— 
North and south-bound Southern Pacific 
trains, running between 

Los Angeles, came _ to- 
gether in a head-on collision at Uplands 
early this morning. A fireman, baggage- 
man and express messenger were killed 
and twenty-five passengers were more 
or less fInjured, probably not one fa- 
tally. 

The dead are 

A. Phelps, messenger Wells-Fargo 
Express Company. 
W. L. Garland, fireman on south- 
bound train. 
Thurber, baggage man.

Both engines were demolished and the 
baggage and smoking and chair cars of 
the north-bound train were burned. 

None of the passengers or cars of the 
south-bound train was injured. The only 
passengers hurt were those in the smok- 
ing and day coaches of the north-bound 
train. In the smoker were half a dozen 
Italian laborers. Four of them were 
badly bruised and scalded by escaping 
@team. 

The accident was due, the officials of 
the road say, to the failure of Engineer 
Coffey, of the north-bound train, to fol- 
low his orders, which instructed him to 
wait at a siding at Uplands until the 
south-bound train passed. Instead of 
waiting the train passed the siding at 
the rate of 30 miles an hour. 

Half a mile beyond it ran into the 
gouth-bound, which was coming at an 
equal rate af speed. Just as the engines 
came together the crews jumped for their 
lives, all escaping except Fireman Gar- 
land. As he.was about to leap the loco- 
motive overturned and he was caught 
beneath the mass. The engineers of both 
trains before jumping reverse their 
engines and set the brakes. In the fire 
which resulted part of the mail and a 
number of express packages were 
burned. 

Among the passengers there happened 
to be two physicians and the injured re- 
ceived prompt attention. 

On the north-bound train there were 
sevéral offitiais of the Southern Pacific. 
General Manager Alger was on an in- 
spection trip and had with him R. Koeh- 
ler, manager of the lines in Oregon, and 
J. R. Lewis, superintendent of the Car- 
60n and Colorado.

COPPER IS STILL CRASHING 


In Spite of a Dividend Voted by the 
Directors. 


BLAME PUT ON FOREIGNERS 


It Is Claimed That There Hus Been 
a Great Shrinkoge in Cot- 
sumption. 


New York, December 19.—Amalgamated 
Copper claimed and held interest over 
all the list in the street today, and went 
through a rapid series of bewildering 
fluctuations. After the erratic market 
had closed the directors of Amalgamated 
Copper met, voted a dividend of 1 per 
cent, and issued a statement placing the 
blame for declines upon shrinkage in 
foreign consumption. In this connection 
it was stated Amalgamated had been 
forced to bear the largest loss in the cf- 
fort to maintain prices. The statement 
placed the falling off in exports at 6,900 
tcns, and said that during the last month 
the United Metals Selling Company had 
sold over 100,000,000 pounds for future de- 
livery. : 

Large blocks of the stock were unload- 
ed immediately after business began on 
the exchange, and about half an hour 
after the opening the gain of 3 points 
made yesterday was wiped cut. Transac- 
tions then became viry nfoderate. Ef- 
forts of shorts to cover, assisted by what 
appeared to be manipulation, ran it up 
to 66%, or a parity with yesterday's close. 
The stock backed and filled over a range 
of a point well into the afternoon. 

Trading became excited in the last half 
heur of business, and blocks of from 
1,000 to 3,000 shares changed hands fre- 
quently on a rapid rise to 69% An equal- 
ly rapid reaction followed to 64%, changes 
of a point being made between sales, vut 
the buying soon overcame the downward 
tendency and the price bounded up again 
to 67% There was another slump just 
before the close, and the last sale was at 
65%. The general move-ment of the stock 
throughout the day was pf an exceptional 
character, and its dominance cf the trad- 
ing was represented in transactions of 
22.000 out of a total for all stocks of 
476,000 shares. 

The meeting of the directors, at which 
the reduced dividend was declared and 
the statement in benalf of the company 
made public, commended ag the market 
was closing and was attended by William 
Rockefeller, H. H. Rogers, James Still- 
man, An3zon R. Flower and William G. 
Rockefeller. No announcement was made 
for an hour, and when a clerk appeared 
at the office door with an armfu! of 
typewritten statements he was instantly 
the center of a sensational rush. Half 
of the statements were torn as the clerk 
attempted to distribute them in the crowd 
of messengers, financial bureau men and 
reporters. Announcement was made that 
the dividend was 1 per cé€nt, compared 
with 144 declared in September. 


SENATOR BERRY BADLY HURT. 


Slips on Ice and His Hip Joint Is 
Probably Dislocated. 
Lebanon, Mo., December 19.—United 
States Senator J. H. Berry, of Arkansas, 
while en route to his home at Benton- 
ville, was badly injured at Newburg to- 
day by a fall on the ice. Senator Berry 
took dinner at Newburg and as he re- 
entered the Pullman coach his crutch 
slipped on the ice of the platform, caus- 
ing the senator to fall forward into the 
coach. He struck the stump of his leg 
on an fron weather strip, injuring his hip 

joint. 

His son telegraphed for medical attend- 
ance and the senator was .carnied to a 
room in the Laclede hotel here upon the 
arrival of the train. The surgeons think 
the hip joint is not dislocated, but there 
may be a fracture which would prove 
serious at his age.

THEY ARE COME 


Relations Between Chile and 
Argentina Strained Al- 
most to Snapping. 


CHILE MUST RENOUNCE 
HER WARLIKE ATTITUDE 


Before Argetina Will Meet Her on 
Friendly Terms — Patriotic 
Leagues Being Formed at 
Buenos Ayres—Wants 
More Warships. 


Buenos Ayres, December 19, via Galves- 
ton.—There is no change in the interna- 
tional situation, 

The Tribuna says that in order to 
effect the reestablishment of tranquillity 
between Argentina and Chile the latter 


must renounce her belligerent attitude. 

A patriotic jeague has been inaugurated 
here. A meeting of the league was held 
today in the Politeama theater, when 
the president, Anistao Zaballos, made a 
brilliant speech on the present status of 
the international difficulty. 

A cablegram has been received here 
from the consul of the Argentine Re- 
public at Gibraltar to the effect that they 
Argentina schoolship - Presidente Sar- 
miento had arrived there. The consul 
says that he handed the captain of the 
Presidente Sarmiento a telegram from 
the Argentine minister of marine order- 
ing the captain to embark tomorrow on 
board the Italian steamer Siro for Bue- 
nos Ayres. The other officers of the 
schoolship, all the apprentices on board 
and 150 of her crew are ordered to take 
the Presidente Sarmiento to La Spezie, 
Italy, and there overhaul her, since she 
is soon to be sent upon an important 
mission. 

The Tiempo, although pretending that 
the fleet of Argentina is superior to 
that of Chile, insists upon the purchase 
of other cruisers by Argentina. 


AMERICAN MEAT IN DANGER. 


United States Exporitrs Concarned 
Over German Regulations. 
Berlin, December 19.—A representative 
cof the foreign office says the law requir- 
ing the inspection of foreign meat at 
German ports of entry has neither been 
decreased nor is it in force, nor has the 
date of its promulgation been determined. 
The attention of the foreign office was 
called to statements in German news- 
papers to the effect that this haw would 
go into force January 4, 1902. Such state- 
ments, the representative of the foreign 
office said, were incorrect. He intimated 
that this law might be put into operation 

some time in 1902. 

Judging by the cablegrams received 
here through diplomatic channels, the 
neat exporters of the United States arc 
much concerned over the new regulations, 
which will exclude packages weighing 
less than 8 pounds and think that if these 
regulations are harshly administered they 
will constitute an embargo on all pork 
impcrts. 

The agents of American packers 
Hamburg think that the suspension of 
microscopical meat inspections in the 
United States on January 3 is a great mis- 
take. 

Washington, December 19.—Secretary 
Wilson today expressed confidence that 
congress would avert the threatened sus- 
pension on March 1 of microscopical ex- 
amination of American meats sent abroad 
by making necessary appropriations. There 
will be emple funds for this work after 
July 1, 1902, but none between March and 
July mext. 
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SIR THOMAAS WILL TRY AGAIN 


Irish Knight Unfolds His Yachting 
Plans to King. 

London, December 19.—Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton, in the long interview which he had 
with King Edward yesterday, at which 
the America’s cup races were minutely 
discussed, unfolded his plans for the fu- 
ture. His majesty expressed the opin- 
ion that it would be hard to get a boat 
t> beat the Americans, to which Sir 
Thomas replied that he could secure a 
yacht mueh better than the Shamrock II. 

Preparations for building another chal- 
lenger for the cup are beHeved to be al- 
ready on foot.

PAYNE IS SUPPORTING HANNA 


Denies That He Will Become Chief 
of the Republican Party. 
Milwaukee, Wis., December 19.—Henry 
C. Payne, the newly appointed postmas- 
ter general, arrived in Milwaukee to- 

night. 

In regard to a statement to the effect 
that he was to succeed Senator Hanna 
as the head of the republican party, Mr. 
Payne said: 

‘There is nothing whatever in that 
statement. No man in this nation wil! 
more sincerely rejoice at my appoint- 
ment than Mr. Hanna. Between him and 
me there probably is as close a personal 
as well as political friendshig as exists 
between two men in the United States. 
All this talk of friction between the pres- 
ident, Mr. Hanna and myself is the 
sheerest nonsense.’”’ 


CIVIL RULE IN PHILIPPINES. 


Measure Is rFamed Providing Com- 
plete Plan of Government. 
Washington, December 19.—Secretary 
Root and Representative Cooper, of Wis- 
consin, chairman of the house committee 
on insular affairs, were in conference to- 
day and as a result of this and further 
conferences to be held during the holi- 
days, an important legislative measure 
is to be drafted for a cdmplete civil gov- 
ernment for the Philippines. Already 
the measure is framed in the rough, and 
the perfected bill will be ready for in- 
troduction in th® house soon after the 

recess. 

The bill in the rough draft covers the 
questions of mining and forestry with a 
view to developing the indugtries. at the 
same time regulating the “icquisition of 
mining and timber lands, the disposttion 
of the lands of the friars. the regulation 
of franchises, the establishment of bank- 
ing facilities, the enactment of coinage 
and currency provisions requisite for the 
peculiar conditions there existing. The 
regulation of ranches Is considered of {m- 
portance, the idea being to so frame this 
branch of legislation as to encourage the 
investment of capital in the Philippines, 
giving the Filipinos opportunities to 
work and thus allaying their discontent. 

It is stated that the general purposes of 
the measure is to bring about self-gov- 
ernment among the natives at the earliest 
practicable date, and this is to be ac- 
complished largely by giving stability 
and systematization to the many civil- 
izing agencies of commerce, banking, ex- 
change, education and the telegraph.

Strong Reciprocity Report Made to 
Pan-American Congress. 


——— 


CONCESSIONS 
Republics of America Must Give and 


Take—Customs Congress 
Is Suggested. 


ARE URGED 


Mexico City, December 19.—The com- 
mittee on commerce and reciprocity of 
the Pan-American congress has agreed 
substantially on their report which has 
been prepared by Pablo Macedo, of the 
Mexican delegation. The report covers 


wide ground. 

In the beginning some difference of 
opinion was shown with regard to the 
subject of reciprocity, but it is under- 
stood that the conclusions reached are 
supported by all the members. On this 
subject the committee lays special stress 
on the economic system of the different 
governments as based upon their neces- 
sities and recognizes that many of the 
American republics which, up to this 
time, have largely exported their raw 
materials an® imported manufactured ar- 
ticles are now, through the growing de- 
velopment of their domestic industries, 
tending more to utilizing their .own 
natural products and diminishing propor- 


tionately the importation of foreign com- 
modities. 


Commercial Reciprocity Favored. 

Special attention is given to commer- 
cial reciprocity among the republics of 
the American continent and the opinion 
is expressed that-a careful and tranquil 
investigation by the different govern- 
ments will demonstrate that they can 
make mutual concessions which, with the 
reciprocal advantages derived from traf- 
fic among themselves, will stimulate the 
development of their natural products 
and of their native industries to the poirt 
of compensating for any pecuniary sacri- 
fice which such concessions in the be- 
ginning may seem to impose. In support 
of this view are cited freedom of ex- 
change and the benefits which have been 
enjoyed through the reciprocity agree- 
ments which prevail among the five re- 
publics of Central America. 

The committee states that it finds some 
difficulty in giving concrete form to these 
ideas unless it is willing to follow the 
vague formulas of the Washington con- 
ference of 1890, and this it is not ready to 
do. It gives its adhesion to the making 
of treaties of commercial reciprocity as a 
fundamental principle of pan-American- 
ism and as in harmony with the spirit of 
the age, with the suggestion that these 
should be based on a careful study of the 
interests of the different republics which 
establish such treaties in a manner that 
advantages which may be conceded shall 
be mutual] and stable and in a permanent 
way facilitate international traffic. 
Customs Congress Recommended. 

The committee among its resolutions 
recommends that within a year a techni- 
cal customs congress be held in New 
York composed of delegates naméd by 
the different governments who are skill- 
ed in the technical knowledge and prac- 
tice of tariff administration. When the 
delegates have been named through the 
medium of the international bureau of 
Amerjcan republics, the congress shall 
Organize and shall consider various sub- 
jects, among. which are uniformity of 
rules for the entrance and discharge of 
cargoes and the clearing of vessels en- 
gaged in international commerce, uni- 
tormity and simplification of customs 
house forms, etc 

The committee also includes in its 


recommendations that the customs con- 
gress give its attention to the means for 
the adoption and enforcement of a com- 
mon commercial nomenclature. This 
Groject was presented by W. I. Buch- 
anan, of the United States delegation, 
se has given the subject much atten- 
on. 


BOSTON FRIENDS OF CHINESE 


Hold a Mass Meeting To Protest 
Against the Exclusion Act. 
Boston, December 19.—William Lloyd 
Garrison presided over a meeting in the 
Bromfield Street Methodist Episcopal 
church this evening, at which resolutions 
were adopted against the reenactment of 
the Chinese exclusion act. Besides Mr. 
Garrison the speakers were Rev. J. M. 
Foster, of Boston; Rev. Mr. Johnson, of 
San Francisco; Yong Hay, a Chinese 
clergyman, of this city; Rev. James A. 
Earle and Colonel Stephen W. Nickerson. 
In the course of his address Mr. Garrison 

said: 

“We are here tonight as Americans to 
protest against America’s injustice in 
dealing with a sister nation. We cannot 
forget that our ancestors themselves 
were immigrants with no prescriptive 
right to enter this country. 

“The sweepirg objection to the Chinese 
is that they cannot assimilate with 
Americans; they earn money here and 
send it back to China; their manner, of 
living is inexpensive and they are small 
consumers; they huddle together in great 
numbers; crime and unchastity abound 
with them; in short, their inriuence is 
corrupting and they must go. 

“As regards assimilation, it is hard i 
assimilate with a man who flourishes a 
bludgeon over your head, 

“The Chinese earn and send back 
money to their relatives at home. So ‘do 
many other nationalities. Why should 
the Chinese be blamed for such a natural 
and kindly act? | 

“The Chinese compete with American 
labor and underbid it. They were in 
reality brought to this country because 
American labor could not be obtained to 
build railroads and reclaim waste tracts 
of land, 

‘The Chinese live cheaply. That is their 
privilege. In old times this used to be 
considered a New England virtue. As re- 
gards consumption ot domestic ‘products 
it has been a grievance that they do not 
patronize the saloons. 

“The Chinese huddle together in un- 
healthy quarters and form plague spots, 
it is asserted. Persecuted people natural- 
ly combine and are forced to be clannish. 
They swarm in contracted and insani- 
tary precincts because pfrejudice closes 
the door of better situations. 

*“Unchastity exists. Yes. Where race 
hostility prohibits men from bringing 
witn them wives and. daughters with a 
view to permanent family life, what else 
dig possible? 

‘The question of civic corruption is too 
large to be considered in this connection. 
lt is notorious that United States officials 
find heavy revenues in their connivance 
at smuggling Chinese immigrants across 
er. The higher the bars are put 
up, the greater the price of assistance. 
My own conviction is that few Chinamen 
a really kept out by our stringent 
aws.” 


STILL SEARCHING FOR NEGRO. 


Police oLoking for Boy Who Killed 
Leila Lambert. 

Athens, Ga., December 19.—((Snecial.)— 
The police authorities have not given up 
Lopes of catching the negro boy who se({ 
fire to the clothing of little Leila Lam- 
bert last Monday afternoon thereby caus. 
ing her death. 


Yesterday morning they arrested Henry 
Shepard, a young negro boy, who was 
known to have been selling white mud in 
Athens on that day. He denied being 
guilty of the crime, but the police, to 
be certain of the matter, gave him .a 
thorough examination and then sent him 
down to Mr. Lambert's house. 

The three little children who were pnreg- 
ent when their sister was burned to 
death, took a look at him and declared 
that he was not the negro who came tu 
their house selling white mud. 

That settled the mater and he was turn- 
ed loose, but the police authorities pro- 
pose to sontinue their search with

GAGE. WORRIED 
BY BANK SYSTEN 


Secretary Points Out Flaws to 
New York Financiers, 


He Tells Them That Weakness of 
System Isin the Isolation of 
Banks — He Favors a 

Great Central Insti- 
tution. 


New York, December 19.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Lyman J. Gage was the 
guest of honor and the principal speaker 
at the annual banquet of group eight of 
the New York State Bankers’ Associa- 
tion held tonight at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Nearly five hundred members of the as- 
scciation and their guests were present. 
George F. Baker, president of the First 
national bank, acted as toastmaster. 

Besides Secretary Gage the speakers 
were: 

Ex-Speaker Thomas B. Reed, the Rev. 
Donald Sage Mackay, ex-Judge Henry E. 
Howland and Amos Pafker Wilder. The 
toasts to which they responded were re- 
spectively: 

‘Business and Legislation,” ‘“‘The Cor- 
porate Conscience and the Men Who Help 
to Make It,” “‘‘Lawyers ard Financiers’ 
and ‘“‘The West and the Money Power.” 

It was 10 o’clock when Mr. Gage arose 
and he was heartily greeted by the diners. 
He said in part. 

“It is a strange anomaly that, while in 
nearly every other department of, life, im- 
rrovement is the indispensable rule. in 
the great field of banking, finance and ex- 
chenge we gon on with an indifferent re- 
gard t) the handicap imposed by defer- 
tive methods and dismiss with little con- 
sideration suggestions which, if sdonted, 
would advance society and business af- 
fairs in the great economic field of in- 
dustry and exchange. The evidences of 
improvement in all other departments of 
life are in manifest on every hand. Old 
machinery is thrown away. 


Defects Pointed Out. 


“In my late report to congress,’’ Mr. 
Gage continued, “I took occasion to call 
attention to the subject of banking and 
currency, and to point out what I believe 
to be defects in both. 

“Attention was cailed to what I con- 
sider the fundamental weakness of our 
banking system in the United States. 
There was explained the function the 
banks perform as an intermediary through 
which credit is made avaiable to the 
uses of production and industry and thus 
given a power scarcely less great than 
the power of capital itself. An effort was 
made to show, in the words of a very 
clear writer upon the subject of banking, 
that the bank is an institution to swap 
its credit for the credit of other members 
cf the community which, except for the 
cffice of the bank, would be non-available 
for the uses of life. And, in passing this 
point, let me repeat a suggestion made 4 
day or two since by a gentleman who 
said the nomenclature of the street ought 
to be changed. ‘We read all the time,’ 
he said, ‘of the rates of money. Today 
mcney is quoted at 2 per cent; comorrow 
at 3, and next day 6, to ke followed per- 
haps by a rate as high as 10 or 12, and 
pecple become alarmed about the scarcity 
of money as indicated by these high rates, 
vhken substantially there has heen no 
change in the volume of money, Cither in 
the hands of the pecple or remaining .un- 
der the control of the banks. What ought 
to be quoted is not money, but credit. 
What is the price of credit, stated in the 
terms of interest? It is credit that is get- 
ting difficult, mot actual money that is 
becoming scarce.’ 

Weakness of System. 

“The weakness of our banking system 
is in the isolation and entire separateness 
of the individual banks over the country. 
When a period of distrust or doubt comes 
over the land there is a seeking of per- 
sonal safety through that general unst'rct 
of self-preservation which drives men in 
a confused mass over each other at the 
cry of) ‘fire’ in the theater. I ventured 
to suggest a system of coalition between 
individual members cf the banking com- 
munity through the country intq, one 
central institution with convenient 
branches in the larger cities, in which all 
banks should be related or interested ac- 
cording to their individual relative im- 
portance, and which in a -certain sense 
should represent to the banking interests 
ef the country what the federal govorn- 
ment represents in our political system. 
Great prejudice exists, I know, against 
the aggregation of great wealth in the 
hands of a few men. Happily it is the 
law of nature that larger gains and bet- 
ter advantages can be secured to aggre- 
gated wealth by serving faithfully the 
common interests than by exploiting the 
community through a system of theft and 
robbery.”’ 

Reed on the Currency. 

Ex-Speaker T. B. Reed followed Mr. 
Gage. He said in part: ‘All the dissat- 
isfaction with our pfesert currency sys- 
tems seems to be in the west and south. 
The people down there have all about 
them great natural resources as capable 
of producing wealth as those in the east. 
What they want is the means to develop 
those resources. The trouble with them 
has been they thought they wanted cur- 
rency, when they really wanted copital. 
For this reason I believed in a mixed “ur- 
rency. We must remember that a cur- 
rency founded on government bonds has 
received the sanctior of f y vears of 
stump speaking, of which I have done my 
share. The people have been taught that 
there is something sacred about this sind 
of currency. But gvovernment bonds are 
slipping away and the government is be- 
coming a beggar and something must be 
done. We must look to the future as well 
as to the past. But all thanks to Grant, 
Cleveland and John Sherman for an op- 
portunity to discuss these questions.” 


PASSED CONFEDERATE MONEY. 


But It Was No Crime Against the 
United States. 

Fargo, N. Dak., December 19.—It is not 
a crime against the United States to 
pass a confederate bill on an Indian, ac- 
cording to the decisicn of Judge Amidon, 
of the United States court, in the Barrett 
case. 

Barrett was arrested for giving an In- 
dian a $50 confederate: bili in a horse 
trade. It was alleged that he had vio- 
lated United States estatutes, whica

Numerous Sensations Sprung in the 
Jury Bribing Case. 

Chicago, Decembér 19.—Numerous sen- 
sations were sprurig in Judge Smith's 
court today when Alex Sullivan, charged 
with conspiracy. was cross-examined by 
Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes. Mr. 
Barnes had made reference to the kill- 
ing of Francis Hanford twenty-four 
years ago by Sullivan. Sullivan defied 
the state to let him explain to the jury 
his motive for the killing. He drew from 
his pocket a letter which he said was 
the one from Hanford reflecting on the 
character of Sullivan’s wife and which 
had, he declared, prompted the tragedy. 
He asked Attorney Barnes if he would 
let him produce fhis before the judge 
who was frying him for conspiracy. 
Barnes replied that he would if Sullivan 
would let the state produce the witnesses 
who saw him murder Hanford. Here 
Judge §$mith Interrupted the colloquy. 

Further in the proceedings the attorney 
drew from,the witness that he was ac- 
quainted with Dr. Cronin, but that he 
had not circulated after the murder of 
Cronin the report that the murdered 
man was a British spy. Sullivan also 
acknowledged he was attorney for the 
defendants in the famous county board 
boodle cases. He denied that he had 
mortgaged his home in order to raise 
funds with which to pay the bills of 
Johnny Graham. who was indicted for 
jury bribery in the Cronin murder trial. 
The state tried to show that during the 
Hanford trial Sullivan had designed to 


excite religious and race prejudice, but 
Sullivan denied the accusation.

Whea 
so put up and the value stated the ex- 
press company will assume full liability 
for the value and give same the protec- 
tion necessary to insure safety. 

4. Articles of a fragile nature, espectal- 
ly glass, should be carefully cked in 
wooden boxes and marked “Glass, with 
care.’’ Such articles should never be 
shipped in paper boxes. 

5. Botties, jars or articles containing 
liquid should not be put in with dress 
goods or other articles that might be 
aamaged in case of breakage. 

6. Old wrapping papers should not be 
used unless you are careful that all alé 
and conflicting marks have been obliter- 
ated. Sane applies to old boxes. 

7. See that your package is sufficiently 
strong before vou offer it, remembering 
the great volume of mztter that must go 
on the same train with it.

NEW PILOT LAW APPROVED 


It Pleases the Brunswick Men at 
the Helm. 


PUTS AN END TO ALL EVASIONS 


Requires Vessels Going Out, as Well 
as Those Coming In, To Em- 
ploy Pilots. 


Brunswick, Ga., December 19.—(Special.) 
The pilots of Georgia are very much in- 
terested in the bill introduced in their be- 
half by Representative Symons, of Glynn, 
which has now become a law, having 
reached the governor’s hands and re- 
ceived his signature. 

This bill provides that vessels soing 
outward must take a pilot as well as 
those coming in. 

Heretofore it has been possible to evade 
the paying of pilotage on» way by such 
means as going into a place like Doboy 
under etress cf weather, alleged or ac- 
tual, and thence coming to Prunswick to 
load, or vice versa. The same rule would 
apply to other ports in Georgia and the 
bill by Mr. Symons was intended and will 
relieve any future doubt cn the subject. 
Now the vessel owners must pay pilot- 
age both ways—into and out of port. 

The bill met with the approval of the 
Savunnah pilots and Representative Sy- 
mons has been tendered the thanks of 
the Brunswick Pilots’ Asscciation for his 
effective work in behalf of the pilots of 
the stute. 

Another pilotage bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Symons and now a law limits 
the number of pilots on the Brunswick 
bar to twelve. There are now fifteen. 
pilots on the bar and none of these will 
be affected by the bill, as it provides that 
these will be cared for. 

Under the old law when a pilot died 
cr moved away a new one would be elect- 
ed to keep the number up to fifteen. Un- 
der the new law four of the present pliots 
will_ have to die or move away before 
a n@w pilot can go on. After that the 
number will not exceed twelve. 

The pilots have not had as much busi- 
ress of late months as heretofore and 
trey have néeded some kind of legisla- 
tion which would give them all the busi- 
ness that is justly theirs, hence the new 
legislation in their behalf last session. 

Former laws respecting the pilots’ 
rights have been 60 worded as to permit 
cf more than one construction and conse- 
quently there have been evasions of it, 
but the new laws are 80 made that hut 
one construction can ve placed, and that 
is that the pilots must Le allowed to 
serve vessels going and coming inte Geor- 
gia ports and they must. be paid for their 


services.

Gainesville, Ga., December 19.—(Special.)

It has never been known positively 
that President Roosevelt would not con- 
tinue Rucker in office. It is reliably re- 
ported now, however, that the president 
has given the matter careful attention 
and has come to the conclusion that, for 
the good of tie service, Rucker must go. 
It is only on th’s ground, it is said, and 
not because of the color line, that Ruck- 
er will be removed and placed elsewhere. 
It is understood that he will be put in a 
comfortable berth in some of the depart- 
ments at the national capital. 

Mr. Crockett ig not an applicant for 
the place. He will not move an inch 
himself to get the position. However, 
his friends have been at work for quite 
awhile in his behalf, and it is believed, 
because of the personal relations be- 
tween himself and President Roosevelt, 
that the latter, in order to settle a vex- 
ing proposition because of the influences 
behind the several applicants, will go 
outside and name Crockett. Thus he 
will reward a faithful and efficient pri- 
vate in the party ranks and at the same 
time take care of an old persdnal friend. 

Mr. Crockett is at present deputy col- 
lector for this district, his headquarters 
being in Gainesville. It will be remem- 
bered that several months ago when it 
was deemed advisable, because of a re- 
duction in the appropriation, to cut down 
the force in this department and the 
internal revenue collectors were asked to 
name, such as should be cut off, Crock- 
ett's head fell upon the block at Ruck- 
er’s designation. Crockett was sick at 
the time and was recuperating at Hot 
Springs, Ark. As soon as he heard of 
it his friends were notified, and in less 
time than it takes to tell it Crockett was 
reinstated and Rucker was given the 
scare of his official life. 

It is said that the then Vice President 
Roosevelt made a hurried trip from New 
York to Washington solely on the above 
account. 

Became Friends ‘at the Front. 

President Roosevelt and Deputy Collec- 
tor Crockett are close’ personal friends. 
Beyond this there is a feeling of love. ex- 
ing between them inspired by their as- 
sociation in Cuba with one the com- 
mander and the other a sergeant of the 
Rough Riders. 

In all of his articles to the magnzines 
and in his history of the war, President 
Roosevelt makes special mention of 
“Crockett, of Georgia,”” commending him 
for his bravery and gallantry at the 
battle of San Juan. In this battle he was 
badly wounded, from which wound he 
has not yet fully recovered. Those who 
are supposed to know say that the presi- 
dent willbe only too glad of this oppor- 
tunity to appoint Crockett. 

It is understood that the announcement 
of the appointment will be made soon 
after the holidays. Crockett is a very 
efficient man in the service, and his ap- 
pointment would please a jarge element 
of his democratic friends as well as those 
of his own party.

TO BE AVENGED 


Arthur Price Is Convicted of 
Murdering Mrs. Rowland 
and Sentenced. 


HE DENIED CONFESSION 
MADE TO MANY PERSONS 


Later He Admitted to Deputy Sheriff 
Jones That He Killed the Wom- 
an, and Sdid the Verdict 
and Sentence Were 
Just. 


December 19.—(Special.)— 
Arthur Price, the negro who brutally 
murdered Mrs. R. J. Rowland in South 
Macon recently, was found guilty in the 
superior court tonight. Judge Felton im- 
mediately sentenced him to be hanged 
January I0. 

On the stand today Price denied the 
confession made to several persons after 
he was captured. He afterwards claimed 
that he made the confession under a 
threat that he would be killed if he did 
not do so. 

His attorneys asked that this confes- 
sion, which was related on the stand by 
parties to whom it. was made, be ruled 
out of the evidence, but Judge Felton re- 
fused to grant the request. 

After the jury returned the verdict of 
guilty and the judge had passed sentence, 
as Price was being transferred from the 
court house to the jail, he told Deputy 
Sheriff Tom Jones that he lied on the 
stand and that the confession he made at 
the time he Was captured was the truth 
about the matter. He said he desired to 
make this acknowledgment so that he 
would not die with the falseltrood charged 
to him. 

Price said the verdict and _ sentence 
were just and he tntended to begin pray- 
ing tonight, as he realized he must die at 
the time set by Judge Felton.

UNDER COX LAW 


Anti-Trust Litigation Against 
Insurance Companies in 
Mississippi, Dismissed. 


STRINGENT PROVISIONS 
MAKE LAW INEFFECTUAL 


Attorney General To Recommend 
Modification of Penalties, and 
Provision To Exempt Wit- 
nesses from Prose- 
cution. 


Jackson, Miss., December 19.—(Special.) 
The action of Attorney General McClurg 
in dismissing the anti-trust proceedings 
against the insurance companies operat- 
ing in Mississippi effectually brings to an 
end all anti-trust litigation pending in 
the state courts. It renders it unlikely 
that there will be any further prosecu- 
tions under the Cox law passed at the 
last session of the legislature, unlesse 
some attempt is made to amend We 
measure so as to render prosecutions 
more effectual. 

At present the law is ineffectual for the 
reason that its provisions are too strin- 
gent and therefore impossible of enforce- 
ment, the penalty provided for violation 
being the absolute destruction of prop- 
erty upon conviction. 

In his biennial report to the legislature 
the attorney general recommends a modi- 
fication of penalties and a provision that 
will exempt witnesses from prosecution 
where they give state tstimony. 

The prosecution of the insurance com- 
panies was instituted during the adminis- 
tration of Attorney General Nash and 
has never progressed further than the de- 
murrer stage. There were -thirty-one 
companies named in the original quo 
warranto declaration, embracing all hi?- 
ing membership in the Southeastern Tar- 
iff Association, which has since perma- 
nently withdrawn from business in Mis- 
sissippi, 

Only a few days ago the supreme court 
the anti-trust prosecution 
of the cil mills in Mississippi by declar- 
ing that proceedings must be instituted 
at the domicile of each mill, and it is im- 
possible for the attorney general to take 
a step of this kind. 

While the federal court is still keeping 
up its prosecution of the oil mills, it is 
very unlikely that the state courts will 
have anything to say on the subject un- 
til after it is seen whether the legislature 
will attempt to amend th? existing law.

TO SONS WHO WORE BLUE 


Andersonville, Ga., December 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Massachusetts soldiers who suf- 
fered and died at the Andersonville prison 
were honored today in the dedication of 
the memorial tablet, erected by the Mas- 
sachusetts Association of Uniop Ex-Pris- 
oners of the Civil War. If any doubt 
existed as to the friendly relations of the 
sections. it was dispelled by the cordial 
and broad-spirited addresses delivered by 
Lieutenant Governor John L. Bates, of 
the Bay State, and other foremost ¢citi- 
zens of.Boston and surrounding towns. 

The tabiet was formally turned over 
to the commonwealth by Charles G. 
Davis, chairman of the monument com- 
mission. The monument was gc by 
Lieutenant Governor John Bates, who 
spoke partly as follows: 

“For the commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts I accept this ftinished work, and 
thank the commission for the satisfactory 
manne: in which they have discharged 
the duties placed upon them. 

“On this spot, early in 1864, the con- 
federate government established a stock- 
ade for the confinement of union soldiers 
taken prisoners of war. It inclosed 
eventually about 23 acres. Here at one 
time 35,000 prisoners, including boys from 
the Bay State were confined. They were 
herves. They served Massachusetts, 
America, liberty, humanity. The state 
that sent them forth, and whose honor 
they defended, has not forgotten them, 
nor will she forget, nor will their re- 
membrance pass away so long as patriot- 
ism is honored and lHberty cherished 
amcng men. ' 

“We are not here to condemn, nor to 
lament, but to rejoice, and, with praise on 
cur }ins, and sacred memories in our 
hearts, to dedicate this memorial as the 


visible emblem of the imperishable love 
we feei for those who suffered here. 

“As brothers now, with no animosity, no 
prejudice, no misunderstanding in any 
man’s heart, Georgia and Massachusetts, 
with their backs to the past, and their 
faces to the future, have grasped hands 
for the defense of a common land, wheth- 
er it be from nations without or an- 
archists within, that. would undermine the 
national life; whether it be from the as- 
saults of fieets and navies or of men ad- 
vocating principles opposed to human 
liberty and progress; whether it be from 
advancing armies or from advancing evils 
bred of easy indifference and neglect of 
the duties. of citizenship; have grasped 
hands for the defense of liberty and the 
advancement of freedom, and the wel]fare 
of humanity: have closed the book of 
yesterday, with its hallowed memories; 
have opened the book of tomorrow, with 
its possibilities for mankind, and glory 
not in the greatness of the north, or the 
freatness of the south, but in the majesty 
of the United States of America, the na- 
tion of nations, our nation ‘one and in- 
separable, now and forevermore.’ ”’ 

One of the most notable speeches of 
the occasion was that of President Soule, 
of the Massachusetts state senate. The 
main trend of the speech, while not neg- 
lecting the historic and memorial phase 
of the day, was devoted to warm expres- 
sions of regard for the heroic manner in 
which ex-confederate soldiers and their 
sons had rallied to the support of the 
government during the Spanish-American 
war. 

The monument is a beautiful shaft of 
Massachusetts stone and the members 
of the commission expressed themselves 
as entirely satisfied with its appearance, 
The party returned to Boston tonight.

HOWELL RESOLUTION TO BE 
ARGUED IN SUPREME COURT 


Argument for Treasurer 


Park Will Be Opened by 


Attorney Orville A. Park, Who Will Be Fol- 
lowed by Attorney General Terrell. 


Preparations were mad?» at the capitol 
yesterday for the argument before the 
supreme court this morning at 10 o'clock 
cn the constituticnality of the Howell 
resolution providing for the payment of 
the interest on the bonded debt for 1902 
out of the public property fund. 

Judge John 8S. Candler, on Tuesday, as 
will be remembered, decided that the res- 
olution was legal and in accord with the 
constitution, and an appeal to the su- 
preme court was taken by State Treas- 
urer R. E. Park, in compliance with the 
terms of the resolution and the under- 
standing had with regard to it before it 
was finally passed. 

Orville A. Park, of Maccn, will open the 
argument in behalf of the treasurer. He 
will be followed by Attorney General 
J. M. Terrell, who will present the con- 
tentions of the state, and former Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court Logan I. 
Bleckley, will conclude the argument in 
behalf of the treasurer. It is probable 
that the entire argument will be finished 
by 1 o'clock, the time of the court’s ad- 
journment. 

It is not known just when a decision 
will be rendered by the supreme court, 
though it has been intimated that it need 
not pe expected before January 10. The 
hope is expressed by the officials most 
interested that the decision will come 
much earlier than that, because, should 
it be favorable to the resolution and the 
payment of the interest out of the pub- 
lic property fund, there would be consid- 
erable delay in the payment of some of 
the state's obligations. 

The impression seems to have gone 
abroad in some quarters that Treasurer 
Park is what some might term ‘“‘stub- 
bernly litigious’’ in this matter, whereas 
such is not at all the case. As a mat- 
ter of fact had the condition of a de- 
cision from the supreme court not been 
appended to the resolution the _ state 
treasurer has practically stated he would 
have paid the interest with this money 
without question. 

it should be understood that the suit 
is not only a friendly one, but a neces- 
Sary one, made so by the terms of the 
resolution as it finally passed the general 
assembly. Not only did the resolution 
provide that the question should first be 
decided by the supreme court, but Treas- 
urer Park gave his solemn assurance to 
certain members who agreed to vote for 
the resolution on that understanding,that 
he would not transfer and would not pay 
out a dollar of the public property fund 
as interest until the supreme court had 
decided that it could be legally done. 
Several members of the house who had 
formerly persistently opposed the resolu- 
tion, voted for it wholly on this under- 
standing. In carrying the matter through 
the supreme cvurt, therefore, Treasurer 
Park is only acting in accordance with 
the terms of the resolution and with nis 
agreement to have the case thus decided 
before any steps under the resolution are 
taker. 

Lawyers generally are interested in the 
legal questions ‘1.volved, and there will 
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corporated. This opens the gate too wide. 
Any crossroads settlement with twenty- 
five voters, white and black, may, by be- 
coming incorporated as a town, qualify 
itself for a dispensary and upon request 
«of the ‘municipal authorities, the dis- 
pensary commissioners of the county, it 
may be in utter disregard to the wishes 
of nine-tenths of the people of the neigh- 
borhood, ‘shall at once take steps to lo- 
cate a dispensary at some suitable and 
convenient location in said place.” The 
people are not to be consulted and the 
commissioners have no option, but are 
obliged by this bill to plant in the com- 
munity a dispensary. For these reasons 
the bill is disapproved, of Decem- 
ber, 1901.”’ 
Newnan Court Bill Vetoed. 

Govenor Candler !ast night vetoed the 
bill to make elective by the qualified 
voters of Coweta county the judge and 
solicitor of the city court of Newnan. 

Ther> was a warm “fight over this 


measure, it being, cpposed by the two 
representatives from Cowcta, Messrs. Orr 
and Clower. Senator Hardaway was its 
author and he was anxious to have it 
become a law. 

A large delegation of Coweta county 
citizens called at the governor's office 
vesterday and urged him to veto the bill. 
In addition to this tney presented a re- 
tition from nearly 1,200 6ut of about 1,800 
white voters of the county,- asking the

LARGE PAYMENTS MADE. 

The state treasury has been enriched 
in the last two days by nearly a quarter 
of a million dollars from railroad taxes 
and taxes from other corporations. 
Compfroller General Wright has received 
and turned over to the treasurer checks 
trom four of the largest railroads in the 
state, and the taxes paid by these alone 
amount to nearly $200,000. The largest 
checks received are from the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company, $62,889.19; 
Scuthern Railway Company, $54,874.%5: 
Flant system, $41,767.99, and Seaboard Afr 
Line, $37,927.%. Smaller checks have 
been received from several other lines, 
end there are scme which have not yet 


*been heard from. 


The amounts given are for state taxes 
alone, as the taxes due by the railroads 
to counties and cities are remitted direct 
to the proper officials of the municipal 
and county governments. Within the 
next two or three days it is expected a!l 
of the taxes due the state by rallroad 
and other corporations will have been 
paid. 


NO FUND FOR COUNTY MAPS. 

Some fifteen or twenty years‘ago the 
Iegislature passed a iaw requiring the 
secretary of state to furnish each county 
of the state an official map of such coun- 
ty when demand was made for it. The 
legislature at that time and ever since, 
however, overlooked a certain essential 
feature—the provision for a fund to pay 
for such maps. 

Every now and then some newly-elected 
county official digs up this old law and 
promptly writes to tHe secretary of state 
asking for an official map of his county. 
Secretary of State Phil Cock has received 
a number of requests of this kind re- 
cently, but, of course, has had to reply 
to all that there has been no provision 
made for furnishing these maps as the 
law requires. The secretary of state has 
a large number of county maps in his 
office, but there are forty or fifty coun- 
ties in the state of which he has no maps 
at all. Even if he had them all, however, 
he could not furnish the maps to the 
different counties unless an appropria- 
tion is made to pay the expense of pre- 
paring them. 


WORK HIGHLY COMPLIMENTED. 
The important and valuable volume, 
“Georgia, Historical and Industrial,” as 
prepared and published by the state de- 
partment of agriculture, 1s being highly 
complimented by prominent citizens, not 
cnly of Georgia, but of other states as 
well. Commissioner O. B. Steveng is re- 
ceiving numerous letters with regard to 
this work, and all of them agree that 
it fills a long-felt want and will prove 
a valuable addition to Georgia literature. 
Many letters ore also received request- 
ing copies of the book, the demand a!- 
1¢ady having grown much larger than 
the supply. The editicn when completed 
Will be 10,000, but only about 1,000 of them 
have so far been delivered. Many of the 
requests for copies of the book come 
frcm other states, but it is the policy of 
the department to supply all those in 
Georgia to whom they will be of value 
first, and then as many of the requests 
from other states will be filled as is pos- 
sible. The department desires to dis- 
tribute as many of them as possible with- 
out paying the postage. The postoffice 
department refused to handle them as 
sccond-class matter, and the postage on 
each book is about 25 cents, which would 
amount to $2,500 for the entire issue. 


LEASE OF THE CONVICTS. 


Much interest has been aroused at the 


capitol and among 
the idea advarced by Hon. G. L - Gress, 
of Wilcox county, looking to securing a 
larger amount for wine services of the 
state’s convicts than is now paid. Mr. 
Gress is of the opinion that the amount 
of the rental cz n and should be increased 
by someching like $175,000 a year, and as 
has been stated, the question will be dealt 
with by the next legislature, of which 
Mr. Gress will, no doubt, be a member. 

“The commission has to act in accord- 
ence with and carry out the terms cf 
the law,” said a member of the prison 
commission in speaking of the matter, 
“end, of course, it will follow whatever 
instructions are given by the coming legr- 
isiature, which will, uo doubt, enact a 
new law relating to the lease of the 
labor of the ccnvicta. It should be un- 
cerstood that the convicts themselves 
are not now leased; the state simply 
leuses their labor, and provides itself the 
guards and physicians for them. 

“There is no doubt that the state can 
get more for the labor 
than she is now getting. But it must 
be taken into consideration that thev 
were leased at a time when the country 
was involved in a war with Spain, and 
financial uneasiness and depression was 
everywhere felt. There is no doubt that 
were the convicts released under the 
present act end at the present time their 
labor would bring the state far more than 
it is bringing now, but (the contracts 
made then hold good until. the present 
lease expires. If the financial] condition 
of the country is as good when the labor 
or the convicts is next leased as it is 
now, there is little doubt that the state s 
income from this source will he a RreAt 
sg Fos gd goon it is os present. It is to 
e sped, Of course, tha ;

STATE’S INSURANCE. 

Preparations are being made to pay the 
State’s insurance premiums for the next 
five years. Adjutant General J. W. Rob- 
ertson, who is keep# of public buildings 
and grounds, has the matter in hand and 
will arrange tp get new policies immedi- 
ately upon thé expiration of those now in 
force, The state’s property is insured for 
five years, since by taking insurance for 
that period, it is secured for three years’ 
premiums. The state insures on a valua- 
tion of about $850,000. Fhe state capitol, 
however, is not included in this. The an- 
nual premiums: are over $8,000, but by 
taking it for five years the state gets its 
insurance for a total of about $24,000, or 
less than $5,000 a year. 


CAPITOL NOTES. 

Pension Commissioner J. W. Lindsey 
left the city yesterday for his home at 
Irwinton, where he will spend the Christ- 
mas holidays. Much of his future work 
in the pension office will depend upon the 
supreme court’s decision in the public 
property fund case, and until that de- 
cision is had, he cannot tell exactly what 
will be done with regard to certain 
classes of pensioners. 

Prison Commissioner Tom Eason will 
leave the city today for his home at Me- 
Rae to spend the Christmas holidays. 
Judge J. 8S. Turner,’ chairman of the 
board, is not expected to return until 
after the holidays. He has been detained 
at home by the serious and dangerous 
iliness of orie of his children.

FOR PROTECTION 


Rome Negro Who Came Near 
Being Lynched Appeals 
to Governor Candler. 


DECLARES HIS INNOCENCE 
AND SAYS HE WANTS TRIAL 


Left Rome and Came Here Purposely 
To See the Governor—Governor 
Candler Gave Him a Letter 
to the Sheriff of Floyd 
County. 


J. E. Sorrell, the Floyd county negro 
who came near being lynched the other 
night for an alleged insult to a white 
woman, reached Atlanta yesterday and 
laid his case before Governor Candler. 

Sorrell owns property at Rome and he 
wants protection. He éscapéd with his 
life’ on this occasion, but he has been 
threatened, he says, and under the pres- 
ent circumstances his life is not safe 
there. | 

White friends warned Sorrell Monday 
night in time for him to avoid the mob 
which went to his home, broke down the 
door and fired guns through the windows. 


According to Sorrell’s story he went to. 


the house cf a white man who rents from 
him to look at a stove he expected to 
buy and the man's wife claimed he in- 
sulted her. Sorrell denies this most em- 
phatically and says he had few words 
with her and then only to ask her to let 
him see the stove. 

“I have tried to get them to swear out 
a warrant against me,’’ Sorrell] told the 
governor, ‘“‘so that I could have the mat- 
ter settled in the courts. I am innocent 
and I can show it if they give me a 
chance. I tried to give myself up to the 
authorities, but I could not swear out a 
Warrant against myself and no one else 
would do it. They insist on persecuting 
me, but will make no charge so that I 
can defend myself in the courts.” 

Sorrell said he had talked to a number 
of white people in Rome, but they seem- 
ed unable to advise him what to do ex- 
cept that he had better get out of the 
way for a while. He has property in 
Rome and the man whose wife claims to 
have been insulted rents and lives in one 
of his houses in a negro settlement. 

Sorrell finds himself in the unusual po- 
sition of having no criminal charge 
standing against him, and no one who 
is willing to bring one, yet with a relent- 
less mob pursuing him and threatening 
his life. 

Governor Writes Sheriff. 

Governor Candler told Sorrell there was 
nothing he could do, as he was unfa- 
miliar with the case and the names of the 
party who attacked his house were un- 
known. If there had been any crime 
committed the governor said he might 
then be able to take some action. 

However, at Sorrell’'s request, Governor 
Candler wrote a letter to Sheriff J. E. 
Camp, of Floyd county, laying the mat- 
ter before him. He told the sheriff if 
Sorrell was prebabl- gu.ity of anv erime 
to t2*. steps to have h’'m arrested and 
brought to trial, but if such was not 
the case, to see thir Sorell was afforded 
the proper protection: The governor 8ug- 
gested in his letter that if there was 
danger of mob violence it might be well 
to have Sorrell leave Rome for a while. 

Sorrell thanked the governor for the 
letter, but he seemed very much dis- 
turbed over the situation. He expressed 
the intention of returning to Rome and 
placing the matter in the hands of the 
sheriff. He also said he intended to get 
him a good lawyer and fight the case out.

Police Made a Good Catch at Depot 
Yesterday Morning. 


HE WAS CAUGHT. IN THE ACT 


Railroad Man Watches Pickpocket 
Gang Go Through Passengers’ 
Pockets on a Coach. 

Bound Over. 


The police caught the ringleader of a 
gang of pickpockets yesterday morning 
when a white man, a stranger in the city, 
who gave his name as Will Mason, was 
arrested at the union depot. 

The arrest was due to the watchful- 
ness of B. C. Burnett, of No. 387 Spring 
street,:who is a yard conductor for the 
Western and Atlantic railroad.

The pickpocket, with a deft- 
ness that showed he understood his bus- 
iness, shoved a hand into the old man’s 
trousers pocket and not finding the purse 
he was seeking he next tried the hip 
pocket. Just at that moment the victim 
stepped from the coach and into the 
flare of an are light. Burnett. saw the 
pickpocket hurrying away and he fol- 
lowed him and watched him until he ap- 
proached two. of his pals. Assistance 


was called for and all three of the gang 


were seized. Two got loose and only one, 
the fellow who had been caught in the 
act, Was held until Officer Holt arrived. 

To the recorder yesterday, Burnett told 
the story of the capture of the pick- 
pocket, 

“I never saw a slicker artist in all my 
life,” said the witness. “The way he 
played in the old man’s pockets without 
the latter detecting him was simply mar- 
velous.”’ 

The prisoner denied that he was a 
pickpocket. He said his right name was 
Mason.

TEACHERS TO GET 
CHRISTMAS CASH 


Governor Candler Will Sign Warrants 
for Their Salaries Today. 


WAS NO UNNECESSARY DELAY 


Governor Candler Has Just Finished 
with the Work of the Fifty- 
Day Session of the Legis- 
lature—Has Had Little 
Time To Spare. 


Governor Candler will today sign the 
warrants with which the public school 
teachers of the state are to be paid. 
These warrants will be sent to the treas- 
ury Wepartment as soon as they have 
been countersigned by Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright, and checks will be promptly 
issued by Treasurer Park and mailed 
by School Commissioner Glenn. 

There has been no undue delay in get- 
ting out these warrants. Governor Cand- 
ler has had only five days to dispose 
of the work of the fifty-day session of 
the general assembly. Most of the bills 
passed having been sent to Wm within 
the ast three or four days. During the 
present week the governor fas had _ to 
pass upon nearly 200 bills that were 
passed at the sesston just closed. Every 
one of these oe had to be acted upon 
by midnight t mght, as then the 
expired. It was necessary, 
therefore, that the governor devote his 
entire time to that work until it was 
completed, especially as it was interfered 
with by many callers and by heated con- 
tests over local measures. The governor 
has not left his office to go to din- 
ner once this week, and all his evenings 
at home have ben taken up in consider- 
ing bills. 

But this work is now done and the 
teachers will get their Christmas money. 
The governor has the teachers’ warrants 
for about $300,000 on his desk and will 
sign them this morning and send them 
to the comptroller general. By tomorrow 
the checks will have been issued and the 
money will be on its way by tomorrow 
night’s mail to those to whom it is 
due. 

Governor Candler has always been 
mindful of the interests of the school 
teachers, and it has always been his 
pleasure to see that they are not made 
to wait fof their money an hour longer 
than is absolutely necessary.
